Reference is made to the following document: 

Dl: DE 100 51 354 A (Daimler Chrysler AG) 

NOVELTY 

Claim 1 

Document Dl discloses the following (the references in 
parentheses are to Dl) : 

a gearbox for a motor vehicle, comprising an input shaft 
(1), an output shaft (3), a layshaft (2) and a downstream 
range change group (12), wherein the gearbox has at least 
one direct gear and the direct gear components which are 
not involved in the power flow can be disengaged. 

In the direct gear the ring gear 20 is rotationally fixed to 
the output shaft 8 and to the planet carrier via the 
synchronising device 22. 

The subject matter of claim 1 of the present application 
differs in that the input for the downstream range change 
group can be connected directly to the output for the 
downstream range change group. 
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The subject matter of claim 1 is novel because none of the 
documents cited in the international search report disclose 
all the features of such a gearbox. 

INVENTIVE STEP 



None of the documents cited in the international search report 
contain anything that would prompt a person skilled in the art 
to design a direct gear in which the downstream range change 
group input is directly connected to the downstream range 
change group output. The subject matter of claim 1 therefore 
appears to involve an inventive step. 

INDUSTRIAL APPLICABILITY 

The invention is industrially applicable (PCT Article 33(4)) 
because it can be manufactured. 

Dependent claim 2 

The features of dependent claim 2 relate to a special 
development of the gearbox according to claim 1. Claim 2 
therefore also meets the requirements of PCT Article 33. 

Further observations 

Claim 1 is not correctly delimited against document Dl 
because the features relating to the range change group and 
the disengagement of the direct gear components which are 
not involved in the power flow are already known from Dl, 
and yet they are specified in the characterising part of the 
claim instead of in the preamble.
